Tonight the president was the guest 
ef honor at a banqyet tendered t0 
‘him by the city of Charleston atthe 
Charleston hotel. It Was arranged 
with especial regard to the president’s 
comfort and the only set speeches were 
the introduction of the president by 
Mayor Rhett and the response by Mr. 
Taft in which he expressed his gratifi- 
cation at being in Charleston and his 
regret that he could not make a longer 
stay. The president leaves tomorrow 
mornirg at 8 o’clock for Columbia, 5. 
c. and will reach Augusta tomorrow 
night for a stay of two days. 

Governor Ansel, Senators Tillman and 
Smith. arrived in Charleston this af- 
ternoor to assist in the welcome to 
the president and were among the 
guests of honor at the banquet to- 
night. This is the first presidential 
reception in which Senator Tillman has 
participated in in a good many years. 
Until Mr. Taft was inaugurated, Mr. 
Tillman had not even been a caller 
at the white house for a long, long 
time.

LREAT EDUCATOR 
UUES TO BEYOND 


Providence, R. I.. November 5.—Wil- 
liam Torrey Harris, former United 
States commissioner of edtication, died 
here tonight of heart failure. 

Dr. Harris, from 1867 to 1880, was 
Superintendent of the public schools of 
St. Louls, and from 1889 to 1906, was 
United States commissioner of educa- 
tion. He recefved from the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement - of 
Teaching, ‘‘as the first man to whom 
such recognition for meritorious serv- 
ice is given, the highest retiring allow- 
ance which our rules will allow, an an- 
nual income of $3,000.’ 

His death came at the completion of 
a new edition of Webster's dictionary, 
of which he was the editér-in-chieg. 


Mrs. Gunness’ Insurance. 

La Porte, Ind.. November 56.—A fire 
insurance company of Connecticut to- 
day agreed to pay into the circuit 
court of this county $1,000 to be turn- 
ed over to the heirs of Mrs. Belle Gun- 
ness, who, with her children, was burn- 
ed to death in the house on her “mur- 
der farm” April 28, 1908. The property 
was insured for $2,300. The insurance 
company maintained that she set fire 
to her house and then committed sui- 
cide, but agreed to pay $1,000 as a 
compromise. The heirs to profit are 
two brothers and Mrs, Gunness in Nor- 
way and a sister in Chicago. A Nor- 
‘wegian children’s home in Chicago, to 
which Mrs. Gunness bequeathed her 
property, refused to accept it.

HEALTH LAW 
ABOUT SCHOOL 


Parents Will Be Arrested and 
Punished for Violation of 
Prescribed Laws. 


MOVEMENT TO STOP SPREAD 
OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


City Attorney Mayson Is Call- 
ed Upon for an Opinion---He 
Shows That Children Cannot 
Go to School From Homes 
Where There Is Contagious 
Disease. 


Parents who send thelr children to 
the public schools when there is scar- 
let fever, diphtheria or such like con- 
tagious diseases in their homes can be 
prosecuted and heavily fined in the re- 
corder’s court. They can even be sent 
to the city stockade for thirty days. 

Recently, so it has been reported to 
the city authorities, children who live 
n homes where there are scarlet 
fever and diphtheria have been attend- 
ing the schools. One family, in partic- 
ular, has been so reported this week. 

City Attorney Mason was called upon 
yesterday for an opinion as to the 
prosecution of people who allow chil- 
dren to leave houses where there are 
contagious diseases and go to schools 
where they come in contact with hun- 
dreds of other children. His opinion 
was that all such persons were liable 
to prosecution, and could be punished 
in the recorder’s court 


Schools Can spread Disease. 


There is now a considerable number 
of cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria 
in the city, and it is the opinion of 
many physicians that the diseases may 
be spread in the schools unless the 
law quoted by the city attorney is 
rigidly enforced. 

The matter will be taken up by the 
health board, the school board and the 
police at once, and persons who violate 
the law in regard to contagious dis- 
eases and allow children to attend 
school who reside in houses where there 
are already cases, will be rigidly pros- 
ecuted. 

The law quoted by the city attorney 
is section 779, of the city code, as fol- 
lows: 


What the Law Says. 


“Section 779. From and after the 
Passage of this ordinance, when any 
child in the city of Atlanta, eligible to 
admission at the public schools of said 
city, shail have a contagious or epi- 
demic disease, or when a contagious or 
epidemic disease exists in a family, or 
household, in said city, in which a 
child of school age shall reside, it shall 
be the duty of the attending physician 
in either of the above recited cases of 
sickness from contagious or epidemic 
diseases to report to the parent or 
guardian and to the superintendent of 
public schools, the existence and nature 
of such contagious or epidemic disease; 
and any attending physician who shall 
fail, refuse or neglect to report as 
aforesaid, shall, on conviction thereof, 
be fined in a sum not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, either or both, in 
the discretion of the court. That any 
parent Or guardian who shall, in said 
city, knowingly permit a child to at- 
tend the public schools of said city 
when said child has a contagious or 
epidemic disease, or when either of 
said diseases exists in a family or 
household in which a child of school 
age resides, shall, on conviction there- 
of, be fined in a sum not exceeding 
$100, or imprisoned not exceeding thir- 
ty days, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court. That authority is 
hereby conferred upon the board of 
education of said city to prescribe 
when, and under what evidence, a child 
may be refused admission to or, if al- 
ready admitted, discontinued from at- 
tendance upon the public Schools of 
said city, and when and upon what evi- 
dence readmitted to said Public schools 
by reason of such child having, or hav- 
ing had, a contagious or epidemic dis- 
ease, Or when either of said diseases 
—s. sooeert ay or shall exist, in a family

RUMORED DEATH 
UF ROOSEVELT 


Ex-President’s Brother- 
in-Law Brands Re- 
port as False. 


New York, November  6.—Another 
one of those apparently absurd rumors 
that bob up almost every time a prom- 
inent man gets out of direct touch 


with the world went skipping over the 
country today concerning former Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. .This will-o’-the-wisp 
had it that Mr. Roosevelt had been 
killed in Africa, and because of the 
dangers of African hunting, freshly 
imprinted on the public mind by Mr. 
Roosevelt's magazine articles, there 
was some uneasiness until Douglas 
Robinson, Mr. Roosevelt's brother-in- 
law, said emphatically that he took no 
stock in such reports. 

Mr. Rabinson branded the first vague 
reports of the day as false, and when 
informed tonight that late rumors had 
it that he (Mr. Robinson) had been ad- 
vised by cable of Mr. Roosevelt's death, 
he authorized another vigorous denial. 

If anything had happened to his il- 

lustrious brother-in-law, Mr. Robinson 
was sure he would hear of it immedi- 
ately, and, accordingly, he placed no 
credit in the reports of today. 
Magazine editors and other associ- 
ates of Mr. Roosevelt in New York, 
took this same view. 
It was pointed out, also, that the 
colonial office in London would be 
promptly advised of any mishap to Mr. 
Roosevelt, and as nothing had been 
heard there. this was taken as an ad- 
ditional indication that the rumor was 
merely a news sprite from the field 
of the sixth sense. According to the 
last cable dispatches, Mr. Roosevelt 
is hunting on the Guas Ingishu pla- 
teau. and will return to Londiani in 
about five weeks.

Washington, .November 5.—W. Cam- 
eron Forbes, vice governor general of 
the Philippines, has been named by 
President Taft as governor general to 
succeed the present governor general, 
James Smith, whose resignation has 
been accepted to take effect November 
1!. at the expiration of his leave of 
absence. 

Mr. Forbes has been acting for sev- 
eral months as governor general in the 
absence of Mr. Smith. The manner in 
which he administered the duties of 
his difficult position won for him the 
admiration of the president, who an- 


nounced his decision tonight in a tele-' 


@ram to a higher official here. 

It was declared at the white house 
that Governor General Smith's resig- 
nation was received by the adminis- 
tration with the greatest reluctance 
and regret. 

Mr. Smith broke down under the se- 
vere strain of administering the affairs 
of the islands ai a time when the gov- 
ernment was compelled to feel its wav 
diplomatically. 


The health of Mrs. Smith was the 
principal cause for Mr. Smith's retire- 
ment. however. She could not stand 


the tropical climate and was forced to 


return to the United States. Then, the 
salary of the governor general, while 
$20,000 a vear, is barely sufficient to 


meet the cost of maintaining the office 
in proper style. Mr. Smith is said tg 
fee] that he must return to private life 
to recoup his fortunes and provide 
something for his family.

CRUISER LOSES 
SPEED LAURELS 


Four Injured in Boiler 
Room Accident. 


With the Battleship Speed 
Championship of America 
Almost in Her Grasp, North 
Dakota Is Robbed by Seven- 
Inch Tube Explosion. 


Portsmouth, N. H., November 5.—As 
the new battleship North Dakota was 
completing her four-hour endurance 
run at a 21-knot gait off the New 
England coast today, with the battle- 
ship speed championship of America 
almost in her grasp, a boiler room acci- 
dent robbed her of the laurels and 
sent her scurrying into this port to 
land four injured men. 

The big ship, nevertheless, exceeded 
her contract requirement of 21 knots 
an hour, making 21.71 in the first two 
hours, 21.64 in the third hour and 21 
knots flat as she hurried in on the 
fourth hour to this port. The injured 
men are William H. Grange, water 
tender; John Souden, coal] passer; A, 
Peterson, fireman, and Peter McCon- 
nell, fireman. 

Tonight it was reported from the 
navy yard that all the injured would 
probably recover, but it was feared 
Souden, who was badly scalded. might 
lose his eyesight. In addition to the 
four men brought ashore, twelve 
others suffered from _ scalding, but 
their injuries are of a minor character. 

The North Dakota jogged out of the 
Penobscot river shortly after sunrise 
today, increasing her steam as she 
proceeded until at |! o’clock she was 
well south of Mohegan. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the- North 
Dakota began her trial. A few min- 
utes after the battleship had passed 
Cape Ann and while she was entering 
the fourth hour of her test a 7-inch 
tube on one of the lower rows of 
boilers blew out and filled the room 
with steam. The engineer immediate- 


ly cut off four of the fourteen boilers.

Their present movement to devote 
the interest of their educational fund 
to scholarships is an excellent one, for 
small as the tuition is few students can 
afford to pay, and several of the schools 
established for mountain children can- 
not be maintained without elther an 
endowment or some form of main- 
tenance from the students themselves. 
Although ways and means are frequent- 
ly devised through which a student may’ 
work his and her way through a school, 
there has to be actual funds for run- 
ning expenses and for the payment of 
teachers. 

The Ritchie school at Rabun Gap, 
which will be the first beneficiary of 
the fund raised by the Daughters, is 
in the heart of the most tsolated com- 
munity of mountain people, and the 
story of its beginning, the struggle for 
existence, the persona! sacrifice of An- 
drew Ritchie and his wife, is touching 
in beauty, pathos and finally hopeful

_ With commendable foresight, Mayor Maddox, Chairman of the Police 
Commission Caflos Mason and Chairman Forrest Adair, of the county police 
committee, have formed cooperative ‘plans whereby the city streets and 
the city and county approaches to the Speedway will be so scrupulously 
policed during Automobile Week as to reduce opportunities for accidents 
to a minimum.

A SCHOOL FOR MOUNTAIN GIRLS. 


The establishment of a school exclusively for mountain girls, which is 
to come through the efforts and initiative of Edward G. Willingham, 


churchman, will fill a want earnestly 


which it will chiefly minister. 
There have been established in the northernmost section of the state 


schools exclusively for mountain boys and coeducational institutions clong 
similar lines, but nowhere has there yet appeared a school devoted ex- 
clusively to the education and training of mountain girls, where they may 
enjoy, unhampered and without embarrassment, the advantages which in- 
stitutions of this class are intended to bestow. 

As the result of the generous proposal of Mr. Willingham, such a school 
for mountain girls is, at last, to be established, under the auspices of the 
Woman’s Baptist Missionary Union of Georgia and the Georgia Baptist Con- 
vention, his proposal having been unanimously accepted at a meetfng of 
the former organization which has just adjourned after a successful and 
satisfactory session at Hartwell, Ga. 

The school is to be established within the grounds of the Georgia Bap- 
test Assembly, known as the Educational Grounds, at Blue Ridge, Fannin 
county, Georgia, wherein Mr. Willingham has given four and a half acres 
of land and $1,000 additional, “and my hearty cooperation for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a domestic and literary training school for coun- 
try and mountain girls.” 

While the mountain girl has not been altogether neglected, she has not 
had the same opportunities as have been afforded the mountain boy, be- 
cause while, to a limited extent, at least, separate schools have been set 
apart for him, her only opportunity has been in coedtcatienal instituticns, 
where, if her years were beyond her knowledge, she labored under a nat- 
ural embarrassment and disadvantage. 

The establishment of this school, therefore, may be regarded as the 


beginning of a movement which will put within her reach, whatéver her 
~~ 


Teleidialinishe sdieabiebe without which she could not become the home- 


builder and the uplifting influence in home and community that by right 
she should be. 

There is no doubt the movement will receive general and cordial sup- 
port, for it is one which must commend itself to the good offices of all

CONSERVING RESOURCES; NEGLECTING PEOPLE. 


_ E. J. Watson, South Carolina’s commissioner of agriculture, suggested 
at the recent conference on pellagra in Columbia that Mr. Rockefeller’s 
million-dollar donation might better have been applied to that disease than 
to the eradication of the hook worm. 

Perhaps the dramatic opportunity got the’ better of Mr. Watson’s judg- 
ment, for it is difficult to follow his reasoning that the alleged “corn 
disease” is a greater scourge or menace than uncinariasis. 

But the larger feature of the situation is that here are two dangerous 
and encroaching maladies jeopardizing public health and efficiency more 
threateningly than did ever yellow fever, and as yet receiving only a tithe 
of the public and governmental attention given the more spectacular dis- 
order. 
The development is only a logical sequence of the national policy in 
which we seek to conserve the material resources of the country, but view 
the health of the human beings, without whom those resources are of little 
worth, with relative.negligence. The public health activities of the federal 
and state governments have, of course, been considerable and commenda- 
ble. ‘But, in proportion to the work to be accomplished and the reforms 
achieved, they are not extremely impressive. 

For instance, one-tenth of the cost of a “Dreadnaught” would have long 
ago duplicated the Rockefeller hook worm contribution. 

A fraction of the sum frittered away in futile “pork-barrel” water- 
way improvement(?) projects would have start@i and maintained a national 
health propaganda that would have saved hundreds of thousands of lives 
snuffed out by tuberculosis, typhoid and other germ and eradicable dis- 
eases. 

One of the penalties of our dual form of government is hesitation, con- 
fusion and lost motion in matters that affect the intimate welfare of the 
people-at-large. 

Constitutional quibbles and constitutional restrictions interpose, of 
course, embarrassing barriers. In time they must give way or fall into 
adjustment before the greater and more imperative need of the common 


good.

WHERE FARMER IS DEFRAUDED; 
IN FUTURE COTTON SALES 


Farmer Is 


Mr. Ruhlback Indorses Constitution Editorial, But Points 
Out Another Possibility in Which 


Defrauded. 


Editor Constitution: I have read 
with much interest your editorial reply 
to the inquiry made by Mr. A. A. Rog- 
ers, of Albany, Ga., with reference to 
the matter of delivery of cotton by 
farmers at present prices, but pur- 
chased in advance at the. price of 12 
cents per pound, then prevailing. 
Under the facts stated by Mr. Rogers, 
no One can take issue with your edi- 
torial, for in a fair trade, fairly made, 
the matter of performance is, as you 
aptly term it, “simply a question of 
honesty.” But the statement!of Mr. 
Rogers, as presented to you, may be 
used among the farmers of the south to 
support a proposition involving a very 
different state of facts, and one which. 
unfortunately, prevails to a great ex- 
tent throughout the cotton states. 

It has come to my attention that an 
organized effort was launched’ by cotton 
Speculators in June and July of the 
present year to induce the farmers to 
sell their growing crops of cotton, for 
October and November delivery, at a 
figure much less than the actual price 
of October and November cotton, as 
quoted and obtaining at the time of 
such purchases. 

I heartily- commend the spirit which 
led the Georgia legislature to prohibit 
the operation of bucket shops in Geor- 
gia, but the victory thus obtained wil! 
be an empty accomplishment indeed if 
it shall operate to enable shrewd: cotton 
speculators to defraud the farmer by 
buying actual cotton in advance of its 
delivery, at prices far below its actual 
quoted value, the purchaser protect- 
ing himself against loss and insuring 
certain profit by immediately selling 
all such pyrchases on the floor of the 
cotton exchange, and pocketing the 
profits to which the farmer would be 
rightfully entitled.

tically 2 cents a pound above the price 
involved in the transaction. 

The farmer, it is true, might have 
posted himself as to the quoted prices 
of cotton for October delivery, but the 
sovereignty of the state had removed 
beyond his convenient reach the ready 
means of obtaining this information, 
so that he fell an easy victim to the 
min ey 27 of the other contracting 
party. 

I have been informed by eminent 
lawyers that in Georgia gross disparity 
in the mental and technical attain- 
ments of the parties who contract, ac- 
companies by gross jnadequacy of con- 
sideration, affords ample grounds for 
companied by gross inadequacy of con- 
not conceive of a better opportunity 
for the enforcement of this law—if such 
exists—than the case of the speculator 
who, with, one hand on a telegraph 
wire leading to the New York Cotton 
Exchange, signs with the other a con- 
tract to purchase cotton for October 
delivery, from the uninformed farmer, 
for a price of 2 cents per pound less than 
the same cotton, for the same delivery, 
is bringing on the same day on the 
floor of the exchange. 

I am told that there are hundreds 
of cases of this kind throughout the 
cotton states, resulting from an or- 
ganized campaign to play the cotton 
exchange against the farmer, with no 
chance of loss to the intermediary, and 
if this is true, the juries of Georgia 
should not hesitate to convince such 
speculators that trades of this charac- 
ter cannot stand, “simply as a matter 
jot honesty.’

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ANOTHER RESPITE 
FOR OR, ELLIOTT 


Two Weeks More Lease 
on Life for Con- 
demned Man. 


Dr. Jud M. Elliott did not hang ,in 
LaGrange yesterday for murder. A fur- 
ther respite has been granted him 
until November 19 by Governor Brown. 
This action was taken by the governor 
after consultation with the LaGrange 
physicians, who attended Elliott after 
his attempted suicide in jail on Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Attorney M. U. Mooty, of LaGrange, 
called up Governor Brown over the 
long-distance phone at Savannah, 
catching him before he entered the 
banquet hall to take part in the ban- 
quet to President Taft. He explained 
the situation, and said {it would prob- 
ably be a week before Elliott had re- 
covered from the effects of the mer- 
cury he had taken with suicidal in- 
tent. 

The governor next communicated 
with the LaGrange physicians who had 
attended Elliott, and learned that the 
condemned man had very nearly suc- 
ceeded in his attempt to take his own 
life, the day before the one set for his 
legal execution. 

At the dictates of humanity, and 
moved by a natural repygnance when 
he thought of the half-dead man being 
dragged to the gallows, Governor 


Brown wired the sheriff of Troup coun-{* 


ty to stay the exetution. 

Early Friday morning he got into 
communication over the phone with 
Benjamin M. Blackburn, secretary of 
the executive department, and directed 
him to issue the following order grant- 
ing Elliott a respite for two weeks: 

“November 5, 1909. 
“To the Sheriff of Troup County: 

“Whereas, Dr. J. M. Elliott, convicted 
in the superior court of Troup county, 
of the crime of murder, and sentenced 
to hang, this the 6th day of Novem- 
ber, attempted suicide, by taking poison 
on the evening of the 4th of Novem- 
ber, and according to physician's cer- 
tificate is now in such mental and 
physical condition, as a result of the 
drug taken, as to render the formal en- 
forcement of the law in his case at 
this time an act repugnant to uor civ- 
llization; therefore, 

“You, the sheriff of Troup county, are 
hereby commended to delay and post- 
pone the execution of the sentence of 
the said Dr. J. M. Elliott, until Fri- 
day. November 19, 1909, when, in the 
absence of any legal order directing the 
contrary, you will proceed to do execu- 
tion upon the body of the said Dr. J. M. 
Elliott, according te the judgment of 
the court rendered in said case.

TO BE EXAMINED 


Legislative Committee to 
Begin Work Noy. 15. 


Plans Made at Preliminary 
Meeting Held in Atlanta--Will 
Go Through Judge John L. 
Hopkins’ New Code and Make 


Report. 


At a preliminary meeting of the 
legislative committee appointed at the 
last session of the general assembly 
to examine and report upon the new 
state code prepared by Judge John 
lL. Hopkins, of Atlanta, and to be pur- 
chased by the state for the sum of 
$6,500. Senator H. A. Matthews, of 


‘the Twenty-third district, was elected 


chairman of the committee, and it was 
@ecided to meet in Atlanta on Mon- 
day, November 15, to begin the work 
of examination which will require 
from five to six weeks. 

The committee is composed of Sena- 
tors H. A. Mathews, of the twenty- 
third; W. H. Burwell, of the twen- 
tieth; Representatives W. R. Jones, 
of Meriwether; W. F. Brown, of Car- 
roll, and A. A. Lawrence, of Chatam. 

The committee will examine the new 
»ode section by section, and has au- 
thority to revise or modify it as it 
may deem necessary or proper. After 
the committee completes its work, 
Judge Hopkins will index it. 

At the conclusion of its labors the 
committee will have to make a report 
to the legislature before the new code 
can be printed or paid for. But it is 
stated that everything will be put in 
shape so as not to delay its issuance 
within a short time after the legis- 
lature meets. 

The new code will include all laws 
of the state through 1899.

Albany, Ga., November 5.—(Special.) 
One of the serious results of the long 
fall drought is being manifested in 
the increasing number of forest fires 
throughout this section. Some of the 
burns are greater in extent than have 
been reported in many years. 

Reports have reached Albany today 
of an unusually disastrous fire which 
has -swept across the western and 
southwestern portion of this county 
and the eastern part of Calhoun coun- 
ty. Details are difficult to secure, 
owing to the fact that the greater part 
of the burned district is some distance 
from telephone and telegraph lines, 
but it is rellably reported that the de- 
vastated area is nearly twenty miles 
in length, varying in width from a 
mile to three or four miles. Practical- 
ly no rain has fallen in this part of 
the state for weeks and woods and 
fields are as dry as powder houses. 
The fires are only stopped when they 
burn themselves out. Many miles of 
fencing and much valuabie timber are 
reported destroyed by today’s fire.

CAUDLE WILL BE TRIED 
IN TWO SEPARATE COURTS 


He Is: Charged With Assault 
With Intent to

When Caudle was released on the 
$500 bond, Pearce is said to have been 
dissatisfied, and in Justice Jackson’s 
court he swore out another warrant 
against Caudle for the same charge. 
Justice Jackson fixed the appéarance 
bond at $1,500. Caudle was arrested, 
and taken to the Tower in default of 
making the higher bond. His attorney, 
Thomas L. Bishop, ts now preparing 
habeas corpus papers for his release. 

The two warrants outstanding 
against Caudle makes the case out of 
the ordinary, inasmuch as this condi- 
tion is seldom seen.

Futures Market Closed Weak 
With Net Loss of Four to 
Thirty Points. 


New York, November 5.—It was an- 
other very exciting day in the cotton 
market and fluctuations were extreme- 
ly erratic. At one time prices showed 


a net advance of about 18 to 28 points, 
but there was renewed weakness later, 
with active months reaching the lowest 
figures of the day, and with the close 
weak at a net loss of 4@30 pointe. : 
cline of 11 points to an advance of 5 
points; most of the active months 
showing losses of from 11 to 15 points, 
as compared with last night's close, 
right after the call, as a result of 
enormous outside liquidation, caused by 
yesterday's sudden break and conse- 
quent-big calls for margin. But south- 
ern bull teaders were aggressive buy- 
ers during the early trading, the Na- 
tional Ginners’ report was bullish, 6f- 
ferings gradually became smaller, and 
after the end of the first hour the mar- 
ket developed a firmer tone. It looked 
as though many sold out bulls were 
replacing their cotton, while yester- 
day’s sellers for a scalp were covering.

early buyers turned for profits, and 
local bears became aggressive, on the 
theory that liquidation was not et 
completed, and that the bulls had help- 
ed the rally to make a calling basis.

OVER TO SPECIALTIES 

United States Steel Was Shoved 


Into the Background 
for the Day. 


————— 


New York, November 5.—United 
States Steel fell into the background 
in the stock speculation today, and 
the volume of the whole market suf- 
fered somewhat accordingly. There 
were some shifts of speculative pref- 
erence back into the old favorites—Un- 
ion Pacific, Southern Pacific and Read- 
ing—but the market, on thé whole, re- 
lapsed into one of specialities and was 
given 3ver to somewhat erratic and 
irregular movements. Yesterday's ru- 
mors that the Hsting of United States 
Steel on the Paris bourse was imminent 
failed of confirmation, and were posi- 
tively discredited in cable accounts 
from Paris. The stock was freely sup- 
plied, at the same time, on any ad- 
vances, and its leadership of the mar- 
ket consequently was lost. The Penn- 
Sylvania securities, including the stock 
and convertible bonds, showed further 
depression, aS an expression of the un- 
favorable view taken of the offering 
of new stock at par to stockholders 
notwithstanding the apparent attract- 
iveness of the subscription rights 
based on the market price of the 
stock. The price at which the rights 
were selling offered a profit on the 
purchase of these rights against sales 
of stocks, but this operation, if it was 
practiced, did not prevent a sag in 
the quoted price of the rights as well 
as the stock. The semi-annual dividend 
of 3 per cent came off the price of 
Pennsylvania today, increasing the ap- 
pearance of depression. The money 
market was tranquil, but the money 
situation was subject of active dis- 
cussion. From abroad came renewed 
intimations of the possibility of an ad- 
vance to 6 per cent in the minimum 
discount rates of both the Bank of 
England and the Imperial Bank of 
Germany. owing to the failure of the 
recent advances to bring about the re- 
cuperation in the condition of those in- 
stitutions which was desired. Foreign 
exchange rates yielded, in spite of 
these reports from abroad, but recov- 
ered briskly. Forecasts of the week- 
ly currency movement indicated only a 
Slight offset to the loss in cash on 
subtreasury operations, which are 
themselves partly due to the transac- 
tions on account of interior banks. 
The net decline in the cash holdings 
of the banks for the week appears to 
be in the neighborhood of $3,500,000. 

A g00d deal of talk was still heard 
in the neighborhood of the stock ex- 
change of the supposed negotiations 
for a closer combination of the lead- 
ing copper interests. Amalgamated 
Copper, however, was freely supplied, 
in spite of assertions of the good qual- 
ity of the buying of the stock. The 
railroad equipments stocks offered an 
example of the effects of profit-taking, 
without any change in the nature of 
the good trade reports affecting those 
companies. In a wide variety of minor 
industrial gtocks and specialties, there 
was striking price movements without 
explanation in the news. 

The exports of wheat, including 
flour, for the week reached 5,397,455 
bushels, an increase over last week of 
nearly 1,200,000 bushels. The uncertain 
tone of the stock market was exempli- 
fled in the way in which prices crum- 
bled away in the last few minutes of 
the day in the efforts to push realizing 
sales. The closing tone was decidedly 
weak. 

Bonds were irregular, with most of 
the activity in convertible § issues, 
which were weak. Total sales, par 
value $5.014.000. Uniteq States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

WHAT BROUGHT ABOUT 
DECLINE IN COTTON 


New York, November §.—COTTON— 
The sudden decline in the cotton mar- 
ket on Thursday came to many like 
a flash out of a clear sky. To others, 
after an almost uninterrupted advance 
of $15 a bale, a setback of $2.05 to 
$3, such as occurred then, was no more 
than natural. Patten and other in- 
terests are supposed to have reduced 
their holdings, if they are not act- 
ually out of the market. Wall] street 
houses have been heavy sellers. So 
have the rank and file of cotton trad- 
ers. The market hadabecome heavily 
over-bought and when bulls withdrew 
their support, as they did on Thurs- 
day, the price came down with start- 
ling suddenness. Vigorous hammering 
by bear leaders helped to bring it 
about. The net decline for the week 
is comparatively moderate, but bears 
predict that from now on there will 
be a gradual sagging of prices to a 
point where the spinners will be in- 
duced to take hold ‘freely. Foreign 
mills have bought heavily this season, 
but the American spinner has, for the 
most part, held aloof. As a rule, he 
claims that he could not buy the raw 
material at existing prices and gel! 
his goods at a profit. Therefore, it 
either abstains altogether from buying 
or else bought as little as possible. 
Also, there has been a steady spread of 
the movement to reduce the output of 
cotton goods so many bours a day or 
s0 many days in a week. 

Of late, the spot markets have 
shown less snap, less activity and 
strength. Liverpool’s spot sales have 
suddenly dropped to a very smal!

SUGAR—The sugar trade is not dis- 
appointed over the stagnation of busi- 
ness in refined, this being rather cus- 
tomary at the tag end of the season, 
when large distributers are either 
using up supplies on hand or with- 
drawing granulated on old contracts. 
Most of the 4.90 cents sugars have 
been taken out by wholesale grocers 
and what new business is coming to 
hand, must pay 5 cents net. The ter- 
ritory of local refiners, it should be 
noted, is now even more circum- 
scribed than when the Michigan beet 
Sugar planters extended their opera- 
tions into the eastern states. The raw 
sugar market has not been especially

| WHEAT MADE LOSS

Liberal Receipts and Favorable 
News From Fall-Sown Crop 


Caused the Decline. 


Chicago, November 5.—Liberal re- 
ceipts and bearish reports concerning 
the fall-sown crop in this country, 
caused a fresh slump in wheat prices 
on the board of trade today. At the 
close prices showed net losses of 3-8@ 
i-2 to 5-8. Corn and oats also closed 
weak, but provisions were strong. 

The break.in wheat caused in the 
final half of the session, when prices 
dropped about one cent from the high 
point of the day. The December de- 
livery was again subjected to the 
greatest selling pressure, and sold off 
from $1.02 1-2 to $1.0! 1-4@1.01 1-8. The 
market closed at almost the bottom, 
the final quotations on December being 
at $1.01 8- In the first half of the 
day considerable firmness was display- 
ed, ang shorts covered freely. The 
demand was baseg on firm cables and 
reports from receiving houses that 
country offerings had fallen off per- 
ceptibly in the last few days. An esti- 
mate on the world’s shipments of 
wheat for the week, which predicted 
total exports aggregating nearly {4,- 
000,000 bushels, also had a weakening 
effect. 

Corn was in fair demand during the 
early part of the day, shorts and com- 
mission houses being moderate bidders. 
The buying was brought out chiefly 
by the comparatively light offerings of 
both old and new corn in the country, 
although the firmness of wheat had 
some effect. In the final hour of the 
day sentiment veered and prices re- 
acted considerably, the December de- 
livery declining % from the high point 
of the session. A report claiming an 
unexpected increase in the yield of corn 
lin Illinots, Iowa and Indiana, was 
mainly responsible for the weakness.

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BUSINESS OUTLOOK 
WAS NEVER BETTER 


Commercial Agencies Say the 
Promise for 1910 Is Year of 
Unequalled Business. 


New York, November 5.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.’s Review of Trade tomorrow 
will say that without exception the 


reports of trade, both wholesale and 


retail, in all parts of the country are 


more than satisfactory, and hold out 
the promise for 1910 of a year of un- 
equaled business. What this meats. 
expressed in almost inconceivable fiz- 
ures, is that the United States is now 
increasing its wealth at a rate never 
before achieved. Neither the high pre- 
vailing prices, nor the discussion of 
the disputed economic policies, seem 
in any way to shake confidence or 
check the industrial progress. In all 
the principal] cities the advices are of 
an excellent retajl distribution, and 
the outlook for the holiday trade is 
very bright. The extraordinary ad- 
vance and speculation in cotton is the 
most conspicuous adverse development. 

The remarkable progress in iron and 
steel is maintained and in October pre- 
vious records as to the amount of ac- 
tual business booked were surpassed. 
In practically every division orders are 
received in heavy volume and many 
mills are falling steadily behind in 
deliveries. Bookings by the steel com- 
panies are especially large and some 
important contracts are pending. 

There is a further large gain in the 
movement of dry goods. The removal 
of restrictions in purchasing is par- 
ticularly noticeable in some of the 
larger retail centers. 

The cotton goods and yarn markets 
are still affected by the high cost of 
cotton. and production is being cur- 
tailed by some large plants, but the 
curtailment has become a factor in- 
ducing larger purchases. Efforts are 
directed in worsted, cotton and silk 
manufacturing centers to prevent ac- 
cumulation of high cost goods not cov- 
ered by contracts. Jobbers are doing 
a much better business than usual at 
this season. 

The demand for footwear shows fur- 
ther improvement and the price ques- 
tion is less of a disturbing factor. Sole 
leather continues in active demand, 
and while no particularly large blocks 
are moved in single instances, business 
in the aggregate is heavy. Prices are 
strong for all lines. Packer hides are 
verv strong and in brisk demand at ex- 
treme quotations, with considerable 
quantities sold lin advance of take-off. 
Dry. hides contigue to advance with 
common varieties, bringing extreme 
figures. There is considerable manipu- 
lation in country hides and that mar- 
ket is largely nominal. 


Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say that 
except for the fact that unseasonably 
warm weather tends to retard the full- 
est development of retail trade in 
heavyweight and winter goods, the 
general trade and industrial report this 
week is qne of widespread and increas- 
ing activity. Jobbing trade in dry 
goods, millipery. shoes, clothing, hard- 
ware, and, in fact, most lines of dis- 
tribution, js active, holiday demand is 
broadenipg and spring trade reports 
are very good, increases being general 
in nearly all lines. The same is true 
af industrial operations, fron and steel 
being as active as eyer, with outputs 
close to or in excess of the maximum: 
coal is in increasing demand and lum- 
ber and other material is active. All 
this occurs while prices of commodi- 
ties are at a high level, and while re- 
ports of stocks of raw materials and 
of manvwfactured goods are in no ap- 
parent wav burdensome or holding 
forth promise of early becoming so. 

In the cotton goods trade, it ts true, 
the very great advance in the raw ma- 


' terial, at a time of nearly record move- 


ment to magket, is a source of unsettle- 
ment. Many mills, north and south, 
have announced curtailment in time 
run, but the Fall River mills have not 
joined in the movement, and 
that the

fect of the high price of cotton is the 
report that some East Indian cotton 
has been figured on for import and 
that it can he laid down at some 
southern cotton mill centers at 1% 
cents below the price of the American 
product, grown near by.
